W ASHINGTON bpi — A bill to 
free natural gas producers from 
direct federal price controls was 
passed by the Senate last night 53- 
38 and sent to President Eisen­ 
how er. 
Both backers and opponents, in 
the three w eeks of Senate de­ 
bate which preceded 
the vote, 
predicted Eisenhow er would sign 
the bill into law'. 
Opponents said 
that 
would 
bring a sharp rise in householders’ 
gas bills. The bill’s chief Senate 
sponsors, conceding there m ight 
be some slight increase, said the 
long-term effect would be bene­ 
ficial. They argued th at rem oval 
of federal regulation would stim ­ 
ulate exploration and thus result 
in a m ore adequate supply of gas. 
All efforts to change the bill 
w ere beaten 
dow n by m argins 
sim ilar to th a t on final passage. 
The Senate then accepted a ver­ 
sion which the House had approv­ 
ed 209-203 last year in place of 
the one drafted by its own Com­ 
m erce Com m ittee. 
T hat action bypassed 
another 
test in the closely divided House. 
On the final Senate test, 31 R e­ 
publicans and 22 Democrats voted 
for the bill. O pposing it were 14 
Republicans and 24 Democrats. 
The vote cam e at the end of a 
IO -hour Senate session. 
A disclosure by Sen. Francis 
Case (R-SD ) that he had rejected 
a preferred $2,500 cam paign con­ 
tribution, w hich he said seemed 
to be intended to sway him for 
the bill, apparently had little ef­ 
fect on the final tally. Case, as 
he said 
he 
would do, 
voted 
against the bill.

W ith the bill itself out of the 
way, Senate leaders arranged to 
p ress today for a bipartisan in ­ 
vestigation into circum stances of 
the incident.

that proponents probably 
could not m uster the tw o-thuds 
m ajority w hich would be req u ir­ 
ed to enact the bill over a presi­ 
dential veto— but such a veto is 
not considered likely.

crowd like this is 1,000. M any be­ 
lieving C hristians in I he packed 
throng expected God to do som e­ 
thing big. but none w ere p rep ar­ 
ed for the thousands who m ov­ 
ed forw ard to accept this new way 
of life.

faces of the people as they came. 
M any w ere weeping. O thers had 
a look of joy. Both reactions had 
been produced by the sam e mes­ 
sage they had heard in a lan­ 
guage they could understand ab­ 
out a God w ho loved them and 
gave His sen, Jesus C hrist, for 
them .
